Eight Presidents of the United States 
have failed in securing a majority of the 
suffrages or their follow citizens at the 
polls. These eight ore Polk, Taylor, 
Buchanan, Lincoln, in 1860; Hayes, Gar- 
field, Cleveland, in 1884, and Harriaon 
In 1824 Andrew Jackson had a plurality 
or 50.861 in a total vote ef about 853,000, 
but the election was thrown into tbe 
House of Representatives and by tl 
body Jobn Qulncy Adams was elected 

The following is a statement showing 
the majority or plurality by which each 
or the Presidents, beginning with 
aon'a first election, obtained the Presi- 
dency: 

1828-Jackson, 138,184 majority. 
1882-Jackson, 124,305 . majority over 

I. 

1836-Van Buren, 24,893 majority. 

1840— W. H. Harrison, 189.250 majority 

1844-Polk had a plurality over Clay or 
38,175, but Clay and Birney together had 
a majority over Polk or 24,135. Polk 
was the first President elected by a 
minority of the popular vote. 

1848-Taylor had a plurality over Cass 
or 139,557. but Cass and Van Buren to- 
gether had a majority over him or 51.706. 

1853— Pierce had a majority or 58.747 
over Scott and John P. Hale. 

1856— Buchanan had a plurality 
496,905 over Fremont, but Fremont and 
Fillmore had a majority ever him or 
877,839. 

1866— Lincoln had a plurality over 
Douglas or 491,195, but was in a minority 
popular vote to the extent or 

944,049. 

1864-Lincoln's majority was 407,342. 
1868-Grant s majority was 805,456 
1872— Grant's plurality over Greeley 
was 762.991. and his 
738,975. 

76— Tilden's plurality over Hayea 
was 250,935, and his 
was 157,037. 

1880-Garfield's majority over Hancock 
was 7,018, but he wu in a minority of 
412.289. 

1884-CleveIand had a plurality or 63,- 
683 over Blaine, bat on the whole vote 
he was in a minority or 234,315 
1888— Cleveland's plurality over Herri- 
o was 98.017, while tbe total majority 
over Harriaon was 505,530. 
1893— Cleveland over Harrison. 808.810: 
ret Harrison and Weaver, 133. 
At present Grant in his candidacy or 
1872 has the plurality record, and Grover 
Cleveland has the distinction or having 
received the largest vote ever given a 
Presidential candidate. 

These records will be broken this year, 
in tny opinion, for 1 expect McKinley to 
have 6,000,000 and more votes, and a 
plurality or at least 1,000 000. In fact 
McKinley's plurality will be larger than 
the entire number of votes cast for any 
Presidential candidate prior to and per- 
haps including 1810, when William Benry 
Harrison wu successful with a poll of 
1,375,017, against 1.138,703 for Martin 
Van Buren. Cleveland's vote in 1893 
was 5,550,918. and Harrison's 5,176,028. 
McKinley's this year, calculated on a 
basis of the Maine percentage of Repub- 
lican Increase and Democratic loas, would 
be nearly 7.000.000, while Bryan would 
barely paas the 4, 000, 000 mark. 

It Is not to be expected, however, that 
the Maine precedent will hold in states 
where there is a large Populistlc vote, 
and where Popocratlc fusion is perfect. 
On the other band, there is an immense 
advantage ror McKinley in the fact that 
hia victory will be overwhelming and un- 
precedented in extent In tbe mot* i 
loua states of the Union.

"Railroad rates have not been reduced to keep pace 
with the fall of prices. . . . The farmer has thus found com- 
plaint against the gold standard."— Bryan s Madison Square 
Garden Speech, 

Henry W. Poor, the celebrated statistician, who is re- 
cognized by everybody as the authority on railroad rates, shows 
in a recent publication that the average price for moving freight 
by rail has been reduced from 2.21 cents per ton per mile in 
1873 to 83-100 of a cent per ton per mile in 1895. Tnis is a 
reduction of 62 per cent, in average rates of freight. The 
average price of No. 2 spring wheat in Chicago during the year 
1873, as reported in the official report of the Chicago Board of 
Trade, was $1 t8 per bushel in currency, equivalent to $1 04 
in gold. The same grade of wheat is selling today in Chicago 
for 6S cents, thus being a reduction in selling price of wheat 
since 1873 of only 34 per cent. Thus while the gold price of 
wheat has fallen 34 per cent, since 1873, the railroad freight 
rates have fallen 62 per cent.

The sort of bimetallism which Mr. Bryan propose is that 
which prevails today in Mexico, South America, Central 
America and China. The people of Mexico have a per capita 
of money in circulation amounting to $4 95; those of Central 
America $3 66; those of South America $2 94, exclusive of 
their irredeemable paper currrency; and those of China $2 08. 
The gold standard Nations have a per capita circulation of 
from $10 to $35 each. Does that look as though "bimetallism 
is indorsed by human history, and the gold standard has noth- 
ing to indorse it except the misery which follows wherever it 
has been tried?" 

"As soon as the Bland Act went into force the enemies 
ol free silver proceeded to repeal the Bland Act, and left noth- 
ing in its place.

Mr. Bryan says: "As soon as the Bland Act went into 
force the enemies ol free silver proceeded to repeal the Bland 
Act." The Bland Act went into operation February 28th, 
1878, and continued in operation over twelve years. During 
that period over fifty times as many silver dollars were coined 
as had been coined in the eighty-one years preceding the act 
of 1873. This was accompanied by a constant fall in the price 
of silver until the bullion in a silver dollar was worth about 70 
cents. Mr. Bryan says: "They proceeded to repeal the 
Bland Law, but left nothing in its place." The very act which 
repealed it put the Sherman Law in its place, although he 
adds in the same breath that "The silver sentiment grew until 
1890, and in that year the opponents of free coinage, being 
afraid of the passage of a free coinage bill, secured another 
compromise, which was known as the Sherman Law." By 
this distortion of facts, well known to everybody who has given 
the question any attention, Mr. Bryan attempts to deceive 
those who are not familiar with the subject.

Once More the World Seems to I 
Hungry for Our Grain. 



There Is a Pressing Demand for Shipper 



Baltimorb, Oct 83.— The Manufact- 
urers Record of this week In reviewing 
business conditions says: 

The condition of our 
at present is strikingly similar to what 
it was in the summer and fall of 1H79. 
Prior to that year the average exports 
of wheat, flour Included, for some 
years had been about 05,000,000 bush- 
els a year, rising in 1S78 to 
92,000,000 bushels. But about this 
time the European grain harv- 
ests were almost unprecedently 
short and for several years we had a 
phenomenal foreign demand for wheat 
and corn. In 1879 the exports of 
wheat and corn advanced to 147,600,000 
bushels; In 1880 to 180,754,000 bushels, 
and In 1881 to 186,300,000 bushela Un- 
der this enormous European buying 
prices rose from SI. 06, the average ex- 
port value in 1879, to SI. 84 in 1880, 81. 11 
in 1881, and $1.19 In 1883. 

But for this unprecedented European 
demand, that no one foresaw the 
enormous wheat crops of those years 
would Inevitably have brought ex- 
tremely low prices. 

Making a comparison by flve-year 
per cents the value of the wheat and 
flour exports for five years ended June 
30, 1882, was $860,872,462 against 8317,- 
599,000 for the preceding five years, a 
gain of over 8469,000,000. The increased 
valu* 1 of corn exports for the same 
period was about $200,000,000, making 
a total gain in grain exports in five 
years of $609,000,000 over the preceding 
five years. This enormous increase in 
foreign exports completely changed 
all business conditions, burdened our 
seaports with vessels and resulted in 
great and unforseen importations of 

Once more the world seems to be 
hungry for our grain. A short supply 
in Europe and India has brought about 
an active demand for wheat and corn. 
Not many months ago foreign ship 
owners were unable to find employ- 
ment for their boats and hundreds of 
"ocean tramps" were lying in British 
harbors. Now there is a pressing de- 
mand for shippers and every vessel that 
can reach our ports finds a cargo. Chart- 
ers have been made for vessels cover- 
ing the entire winter and some cases 
late into the spring. At Baltimore 
alone over one hundred steamers have 
been chartered in advance of arrival 
to load grain. This alone represents 
fully 15,000,000 bushels of erain, for 
which room has been engaged at this 
port At every other port on the At- 
lantic and gulf coast the same thing is 
going on and the aggregate engage- 
ments already made foot up over 50,000,- 
000 bushela On the Pacific coast the 
charters have been proportionately 
heavy. Offers are being considered for 
shipment from Atlantic ports to 1 
and one charter is pending, if n< 
ready closed, for a steamer to 
oats at New York for Calcutta. The 
immense grain exports of 1870 he 
to give us the boom of that year a:

Massacre Part of an Austrian 
Scientific Expedition. 



Baron Foullon ton Norbeck, Four 
Sailors and a Guide Killed.

Ran Francisco, Oct as.— News 
the massacre of part of an Austrian 
scientific party on tha island of Oauda* 
licanar, in the Solomon group, reached 
this elty Thursday hy the ateamer Mo- 
nowal Tha party left Sydney to 
cruise about and visit the Solomon is- 
lands in scientific research in the Aus- 
trian man-of-war Albatross. They 
had visited all the isles, except Gauda- 
llcanar, on which there is a mountain 
called the Lion'a Head. The party 
wanted to reach the summit and hired 
native guides. They started for the 
summit on the Sth of August. In the 
party were Baron Foullou von N. 
beck, Lieut, liudik, 20 sailors, two m 

guides. After two days march 
one of the midshipmen and sev- 
en sailors returned, aa they became 
too fatigued to proceed farther. The 
day they left the camp the baron, 
Lieut. Budlk, seven sailors and 
servants started np the mountain, 
eral bushmen met on the way Joined 
the expedition, but as they were with- 
out arms, no particular attention was 
paid to them- The baron was 
in the lead all the way, and as 
he neared the top of the moun- 
tain a bushman, who appeared to 
be a chief, waa seen by the party. 
Aa he appeared two shuts were fired 
lower down the mountain from the di- 
rection of the camp. The shots seemed 
to be a signal for the chief to attack 
the baron's party. Bushmen from a 
score of placea at once rushed out and 
the baron waa struck on the neck with 
a tomahawk, while a crowd of bush- 
men attacked the rest of the party 
with clubs. The native who 
had cut down the baron was 
promptly ahot by a aailor. Lieut 
Budik also put hia revolver to good 
uae. One sailor had to protect himself 
with a tomahawk he had wrested from 
a native. The other sailors were well 
armed and the bushmen finally had to 
retreat to the wooda, many of them 
wounded. The baron waa the only 
one of the party badly hurt At first 
it was thought he would recover, but 
he gradually sank after he had walked 
back to camp and died in three hours. 

The sight when the party returned 
to the camp waa a bloody one. Mid- 
shipman I)e Beaufort had been cut to 
death and three aailors and a native 
guide had also been killed. Six sailors 
and one guide had been wounded. 

The news waa then sent to Capt. 
Maulock of the Albatross, and a relief 
party was sent, and a safe return was 
made to the ship.

THEORISE IN WHEAT. 

Staaaiy at Agriculture Morton on the 
Present Flurry. 

Washington, Oct 23.— The secretary 
of agriculture Thursday gave expres- 
sion to the following regarding the re- 
cent rise in wheat: 

"The rise of wheat in Chicago ana 
New York markets during the last 01) 
days is about 20 cents a bushel. This, 
on a crop of 450,000,000 bushels makes 
&r0,0O0,000. And at least two hundred 
million bushels of this wheat are now 
in the handa of American farmers. 
Thus in less than sixty days wheat has 
made for its producers about forty mil- 
lions of dollars" 



Ciiicago, Oct 88.— Dollar wheat 
farther off by several degrees Thurs- 
day morning than it was Wednesday.
